The Seattle Post-Intelligencer pub-

always been keenly alive to the impor- 
tance of the fortification of the Pacific 
coast, especially at or about Esquinialt, 
the terminus of the Canadian Pacilic 
Railway, as well as the arsenal of the 
British navy on the Pacific coast. Last 
year the British Admiralty detailed an 
officer to make a careful examination of 
theeoabtof British Columbia between 
Vancouver and Esqniinalt, with the ob- 
ject of deciding upon sites for the crec- 
lion of batteries commanding the en- 
trance to Paget sound ami proteotillg 

Esquimau. Recommendations wore 
made, but nothing was done until 
lately, when the British Government, 
stirred up to activity by the renewal of 
negotiations by the government at 
Washington regarding the Beh ring's sea 
jliestion, decided that work on the 
.•oast defence should be begun at once. 

Hon. G.K. Foster, minister of finance, 
tpeaking to a reporter to-day regarding 
a statement published in a San Francis- 
co paper to the effect that tho British 
government was contemplating a scheme 
foi- the transformation of the entrance, 
of Piiget Sound into a second Gibraltar, 
said the expression, "a second Gibral- 
tar," was too strong, but'it was the in- 
tention of the Canadian and Imperial 
authorities to make great improvements 
in the defences of the Pacific seaboard 
ports, especially Esqniinalt.

EXCITED AND UNREASONING 

Our neighbors in California have 
taken tho ahrni because the British 
Government have at last seen it neces- 
sary to fortify so important a naval 
station as Esquimalt. They themselves 
have been complaining that Congress 

has apparently forgotten the Pacific 
Coast, and have been growling nbontthc 
exposed condition of San Francisco and 
other cities and towns on the Pacific sea- 
board. Canadians did not construe 
those complaints and lamentations into 
threats. They believe it but natural 
that the inhabitants of a large and rich 
seaport would feel il certain degree ol 
alarm at seeing themselves completely 
at the mercy of any maritime nation 
with which their country might be at 
war. 

The United States is beginning to 
find that it is not altogether disconnec- 
ted with the great nations that are re- 
garding each other with jealousy am. 
unfriendliness un the other side of tin 
Atlantic. Tho influences which keep 
tboiu armed to the teeth and constantly 
on the alert lest war come upon them 
when tl.ey arc unprepared, are not 
altogether uufelt on this sido of the At 
lantic. The Samoan dilliculty showed 
our neighbors that war with Germany 
was not by any means an impossibility, 
and tho fishery disputes on both sides ol 
tho continent caused thorn to feel that wai 
with Groat Britain though a very re- 
mote contingency was not to be looked 
upon as altogether improbable. United 
States .statesmen most likely see tiuit 
events in Europe may take such a turn 
that it may be impossible for theii 
country to remain altogether neutral. 
Disputes may arise in which 
it may be necessary to back 
their arguments by a display ol 
physical force, or not having the phy- 
sical force to display, they may bo com- 
pelled to submit tn injustice or indig- 
nity, and occupy a position exceedingly 
humiliating to a proud and sensitive peo- 
ple sixty millions strong. This, wt 
tliiuk, is why tiie American government 
has of lato occupied itself with creating 
a navy, and there are indications thai 
tho time is not far distant when it will 
consider it expedient greatly to enlargi 
its military establishment. 

Canadians have not felt in the slight 
est degree alarmed when thoy saw tin 
Amoricitus launching cruiser aftei 
cruiser, or when they hoard that prepn 
rations were being made to build first 
class armored ships. They saw that it was 
only reasonable that their neighbor) 
should take these precautions. They in 
doed wondered that thoy were so longueg- 
lected. They never considered that the 
possession of a powerful licet by the 
United States was a menace to Canada, 
or that w.c in the North were in any 
way injuriously alfocted by the call 
made in many places for coast dofonces 

While these preparations for defence 
wore being made on the other side ol 
the line not a soldior was added to tin 
Canadian force, cither militia or regu 
lar, and nothing was done to strengthen 
any point along tho three thousam 
miles of frontier. Although there wen 
disputes and disagreements between tin 
two countries, Canadians exhibited tin 
utmost confidence in the common seusi 
and tiie spirit ni fairness of the Aineri 
can people. They acted all along as i 
they were certain that the questions ii 
dispute between them and the United 
States admitted oi nn equitable mid al 
amicable adjustment, ami that before 
very long they would be so adjusted. 
But now when the news comes by cable 
tlvit a few snppers are to ho sent to 
British Columbia to do for Esquimalt 
what the San Francisco nowspapers sin 
should bo done for their city, those 
newspapers get excited and affect t< 
believe t hat to fortify Ksqtliinalt is to 
threaten tho whole line ol the United 
States' western sec coast. 

Wo gave our San Francisco contem- 
poraries credit for more common sense 
Cian they have displayed in this matter. 
The question of fortifying the coaling 
stations on the Pacific coast and else- 
whore has long been agitated in Groat 
Britain, and the Government has been 
severely condemned by many for ne- 
glecting so important n duty so long. 
Our excited neighbors should remember 
that there are other nations in the 
world besides the United States, na- 
tions/ too, with which Groat Britain is 
far more likely to go to war. ,.t is not 
so long ago that war between Great 
Britain and Russia was almost hourly 
expected. Every morning for quite a

AN ENGLISH ESTIMATE. 

It is a little surprising tO see how 
philosophically intelligent Englishmen 
regard the American Revolution. Not 
i trace of the old bitterness remains. 
They have not a word of reproach for 
tho revolutionists. Their sympathies 
seem to be altogether with the rebels. 
They do not appear to regret that Great 
Britain lost u possession of very great 
value. They appear rather to rejoice 
that the mistakes of tlm Home Govern- 
ment resulted in the establishment of a 
great nation. The comments ol the 
London Times on the Washington Cen- 
tenary will strike most Canadian* as 
being exceedingly liberal. It says: 

American independence was not tin 
feat of a single man. In one 
most essential sense it was 
doing across the Atlantic. Thei 
itself; or it strew out of the nu 



selves too conspicuous altogether. It is 
not pleasant to see them dressed to kill 
Haunting their finery on the streets and 
in places of amusement, to tin? annoy- 
ance of respectable women, and by their 
grandeur and gayety leading poor, hon- 
est girls who have to work hard for a 
pittance, to behove that virtue is a fail- 
ure. It is not. Very far from it. But the 
unthinking who judge by outside ap- 
pearances, seeing these fallen women ap- 
parently so gay and having always the best 
of everything are often led to this conclu- 
sion. Their being allowed unrebuked 
to advertise themselves iii the way they 
do has no doubt a demoralizing effect. 
The "social evil" is everywhere most 
difficult to deal with, but if it cannot he 
abolished, il certainly ought not to be 
encouraged. The civic authorities 
should take steps to prevent its exist- 
ence being obtruded on the notice of the 
citizens whenever thoy walk tho streets 
or attend a public entertainment. Tliis 
is the very least they can do.

FRENCH CttBEK NEWS. 

(Nnnoimo Courior.) 
The run of dog fish is us yet vory 
small uud verA' few are engaged in their 
capture. 

Tho settlers are clearing a large quan- 
tity of land, and crops are looking prom- 
ising. The farms lying inoro in the Ul- 
terior, near the Albortti road, are being 
worked considerably, and as they most- 
ly consist of large swamps covered with 
wild grass, there will nut he much 
difficulty in putting a considerable acre- 
age under cultivation. The principal 
drawback hitherto has been the amount 
of water lying mi them, hut several 
large drain's have been cat and that 
obstacle has been removed. 

The farmers have lately lost a great 
many pigs, chickens and sheep through 
the depredations of two panthers. One 
of the animals is described as very large 
and tho other is probably a cub, as tlio 
footprints of the two brut cs differ 
greatly in size. The settlers know- 
pretty well where the animals stay 
during the day, which is a large swamp, 
and intend to organize a grand hunting 
party, and rid the county of the pests. 
Parties of two and three have already 
made some abortive attempts to shoot 
the animals, but they are hard to tree 
without sufficient men and dogs. 

Deer are rather numerous, and don't 
spare, tlie tender shoots of wheat and 
oats. They lire also partial to the 
young buds and branches of fruit trees. 

Several of the farmers have lately had 
their land .surveyed by T. i'. rope, 
C. B. 

Trout are biting freely in the streams, 
and most of tho settlers are enthusiastic 
fishermen. We heard u tale of an 
enormous catch made by u party of 
three. 

A. Tranlield has caught several 
beaver, and as the skins are valuable, 
ho no doubt is doing well.

A Shorter ami More Feasible Route Sug- 
gestud.by Land Outdo McNeill. 

In refereuco to the proposed change 
in the route for the lionillu Point tele- 
graph line, 1>. EI. McNeill, land guide, 
states that a line along the eoasl of the 
Straits would he most difficult i" locuto 
and build. The shortest and easiest 
line to follow would be from Victoria to 
Coldstream, and thence 10 Sooke Lake. 
This is a distance of sixteen miles from 
Victoria.

DROWNING ACCIDENT. 

Henry Li ster and Herbert Green Drowned 
In Natinlmo Hurbor— Thv batter Sac- 
rifices Uts 1,11V to Nave Ills Friends. 

News was received from Naiuumo last 
night of die drowning of two.meii, one 
of whom lost his life in a heroic effort 
to Have his companions. Km ly yester- 
day morning Herbert Green, Henry 
Lester, Win. Cowper and John Davis 
left the city of MaiiailllO in a .sailboat 
for the lighthouse on Qabriolft Island. 
When about a mile from Nouaimo they 
encountered a calm mid the boat com- 
menced drifting. A few ininiit-s sifter- 
ward the boat was struck by a sudden 
and violent Bquall, which upset the 
little craft, I browing the four men into 
the water. The boat tinned bottom up, 
and Green, Cowper mid Davis man- 
aged to get 011 the overturned vessel. 
Lester, being unable to swim, could not 
reach the boat, and seeing that he 
was drowning, Green abandoned bis 
hold and swam to his assistance. He 
had abnosl accomplished bis purpose, 

but when Ids band Mas within 11 few 
inches of the drowning man the latter 
sank. Green then swam back to the 
boat, to which Davis and Cowper were 
still clinging, but finding that the over- 
turned craft would not support 
three men, and being a good swimmer, 
ho nobly abandoned his hold 011 the 
boat, and turning around struck out for 
shore. Owing to the water being icy
